STATE TESTIMONY 
NV SKO MURDER 
TRIAL CONCLUDED 


Defense Files a Demurrer 
Contending There. Is No 
Substantial Evidence 


Couch Fired Fatal Shots. 


Testimony for the State in the 
trial of George Couch, paroled con- 
vict charged with the murder of 
Patrolman Albert Siko, was con- 
cluded at noon today before a jury 
in Circuit Judge Hogan’s court. 
The defense filed a demurrer, con- 
tending that their was no substan- 
tial evidence that Couch fired the 
shots, which killed Siko. The de- 
murrer will be argued in Judge Ho- 
gan’s chambers and, if over-ruled, 
the defense will begin presenting 
evidence at 2 p. m. 

From Couch’s brother-in-law, Wil- 
liam A. Whitter, and from his boy- 
hood friend, George F. Schumaker, 
the jury last night heard testimony 
that Couch told them he had at- 
tempted to hold up a_ street car 
motorman and “had to shoot a cop- 
per” to get away. 

Says Couch Told Details. 

Schumaker, who lives at 1216 
South Seventh street, gave the more 
detailed and graphic account of 
Couch’s statements. He said Couch 
went to his home at 2 a. m. on the 
night of the murder and told him 
all about it. 

Couch, 27 years old, his face 
showing the pallor of confinement— 
he had neen out on parole from the 
penitentiary at Michigan City, Ind., 
only a ilttle more than a month 
before he was arrested for the mur- 
der of Patrolman Siko—followed 
Schumaker’s testimony intently. He 
leaned forward frequently to con- 
sult with his attorneys, fidgeted 
with his hands, and at times stared 
fixedly at Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney Flynn. 

Couch, Schumaker said, woke him 
‘up by knocking on the kitchen door 
of his home at 2 o'clock on the 
morning of April 30, about three 
hours after Siko was shot and mor- 
tally wounded in an alley near Sec- 
ond street and Delmar boulevard. 
When Couch arrived, Schumaker 
said, he was hatitess, dressed in a 
dark blue suit. His hands were 
scratched, Schumaker said, and his 
‘clothing was dirty. 

“Se said, ‘Open the door and 
leave me in, I’ve just shot a cop- 
_per,’” Schumaker testified. “I said, 
‘You're crazy; sit down.’ He showed 
ime a pistol; it ‘was a large blue

The De More mentioned was 
Louis de More, once sentenced to 
life imprisonment for the murder 
of which Couch is now accused. De 
More was pardoned last week by 
the Governor, and may be a rebut- 
tal witness for the State. 

Schumaker had been timid and 
hesitant in his direct examination, 
but when Louis E. Miller, of de- 
fense counsel, took him for a stiff 
cross-examination of more than an 
hour, he became angry and aggres- 
sive, sarcastically giving obviously 
wrong answers to questions he con- 
sidered pointless, and when he left 
the witness stand he made an un- 
complimentary grimace at Miller. 

Miller’s questions failed to shake 
Schumaker’s testimony. The attor- 
ney sought an admission that Schu- 
maker’s account was based on news- 
paper stories and information given 
him by police who threatened him. 
But the witness said, “I talked only 
after the police told me Russel!

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COE GLADE PROVES 
ALLURING “CARMEN” 


Giovanni Martinelli Gives 
Pleasing Performance in 
Opera at Auditorium. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 
IZET’S “Carmen,” the second 
B ottering in the St. Louis Grand 
Opera Company’s three-week 
season, was presented last night at 
the Municipal Auditorium before a 
large and friendly audienee. Coe 
Glade sang the title role and Gio- 
vanni Martinelli made his first ap- 
pearance in this series of operas as 
Don Jose. The performance in gen- 
eral realized the exciting possibili- 
ties of the musical and dramatic 
text. It was well paced, well inte- 
grated and exhibited, most of the 
time, the effects of its intelligent 
direction, 
In her portrayal of a role that 
bristles with so many traditions 
but at the same time is weighted 
down with so many unfortunate 
associations, Miss Glade had many 
things in her favor. The impresaric 
who dreamed of « Carmen who 
would weigh less than a bull would 
have been delighted with her ap- 
pearance for shé was Carmen to 
the life—torrid, sensuous, cruel, 
physically alluring and a thorough- 
going Gitana. Miss Glade also ex- 
hibited a generous vocal endow- 
ment. The voice, a rich contralto. 
had depth and range. Moreover, 
Miss Glade knew the role thor- 
oughly and all her movements were 
as well synchronized with the ebb 
and flow of the musical text as her 
singing. 

Off to a Bad Start. 
Nevertheless one had to take the 
word of the toreador, the soldier 
and the Sevilian hangers-on that 
Carmen was irresistible, for Miss 
Glade as a femme fatale was some- 
thing less than convincing. Per- 
haps the reason lay in the fact that 
she got off to a bad start. The two 
most important numbers in the 
opera, the habanera, in which the 
character of Carmen is established, 
and the seguidilla, in which she 
gains her first, complete ascendancy 
ove rDon Jose, were her worst. Her 
voice was lacking in resonance, the 
habanera was sung almost entirely 
off key and the vocal line was not 
well articulated. She improved 
steadily throughout the evening, but 
not enough to offset the impression 
made in the first act. 

Martinelli’s Don Jose was im- 
pressive vocally and touchingly 
sympathetic in its comprehension. 


characters looked their parts—but 
was more heroic as an actor thas 
a singer.. The small parts were all 
well taken especially the role of 
Frasquita, sung by Margery Max- 
well. The card duet in the third 
act, in which Miss Maxwell was 
ably seconded by Ada Paggi was 
one of the most finished episodes 
of the evening. 

Finally one must again pay trib- 
ute to Conductor Papi's never 
flagging comprehension and con- 
trol, to the singing of the chorus 
and the excellent sense of stage 
composition displayed by the stage 
director. Unfortunately, the chorus 
tended to collect in lumps during 
the first act, but the second and 
fourth acts went off with an affect- 
ing fervor. The fourth act ballet— 
though scarcely a manifestation of 
finished choreography—had a con- 
vincing spontaneity and gave Miss 
Delaporte and Mr. Mahoney their 
first real opportunity of the present 
season. 

The chorus was reinforced in the 
first act by the boys from the Holy 
Name choir. They deserved noth 
ing but praise for their singing, but 
it would have been better if they, 
had sung in French instead of En- 
glish.

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EASTMAN AGAINST 
PUBLIC RAIL OWNERSHIP 


In Kansas City Speech, UV. S. 
Co-Ordinator Calls for Ter- 
minal Unification. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 1l.— 
Joseph B. Eastman, Federal Co-Or- 
dinator of Transportation, said to- 
day he was not ready to recommend 
public ownership and operation of 
railroads. 

In an address before the Trans- 
Missouri-Kansas Shippers’ Board 


and the Kansas City Traffic Club, 
Eastman said: 

“Last January I discussed that 
possibiilty (public ownership) in de- 
tail in’ a report to the President 
and Congress with the conclusion 
that I was unwilling to recommend 
such a plan under existing condi- 
tions. Reserving the right to change 
my mind if good reason develops, I 
have not changed it yet.” 

Preliminary estimates, the co-or- 
dinator said, indicate that railroads 
could savebhetween $35,000,000 and 
$50,000,000 annually through ter- 
minal unification. 

“The railroads need that sum and 
need it badly,” he added. “They will 
need it even if business condition: 
materially improve. They are uy 
against far different conditions than 
they have ever faced heretofore.” 

The savings through terminal uni- 
fication, Eastman admittedX would 
be at the expense of labor. He said, 
though, that “it is quite possible” 
to devise a substitute for the pro- 
vision of the Railroad Emergency 


work they had in May, 1933. Such 
a substitute would set up a system 
of dismissal compensation to give 
benefits to younger men who are 
laid off. The benefits would be sim- 
ilar to those provided for older em- 
ployes under the Railroad Retire- 
ment Act. 

“With such a system and the re- 
tirement act,” he said, “the rail- 
roads would gain immediately a 
substantial measure of economies, 
and the gain would increase stead- 
ily and quite rapidly each year 
thereafter.” 


In Chicago Speeches, He Again 
Urges Co-ordinated Carriers. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 11—Joseph B. 
Eastman again advocated public 
regulation of all forms of transpor- 
tation yesterday. The Federal Co- 
ordinator of Transportation set 
forth his views in addresses before 
the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce and the American Life In- 
surance convention. 

“Public regulation is needed for 
the welfare of industry itself, to 
promote order and stability, pre- 
vent exploitation and curb destruc- 
tive competition and waste,” he de- 
clared.

LONDON, Oct. 11—Sir Arthur 
Balfour, British economist, warned 
American business men yesterday 
of dangers in the path of the NRA. 
Speaking at the British and North 
American Luncheon Club, he said: 

“Great Britain faced the economic 
crisis by cutting down expenses and 
increasing taxation to fit the 
budget, controlling her trade bal- 
ance and quietly reducing wages 
and the cost of production. 

“You in America have gone in for 
huge public expenditure. You have 
deliberately increased costs by 
shortening hours and raising wages. 
You have deliberately increased 
prices and you have filled the banks 
with credit with the idea that peo- 
ple will take it. 

“You have also done something 
which is rather dangerous: You 
have made promises to labor which 
in economic fact you can never 
implement. 

“Then you have used the radio for 
a psychological boost such as the 
world has never seen. 

“You cannot buy confidence at 
any price. The only thing which 
uys confidence is the feelings in the 
individual that if he undertakes 
an enterprise his Government won't 
interfere and he will be able to car- 
ry on his business quietly with no 
great Government experiments in 
front of him to upset the apple-cart. 

“The President of the United 
States has in his hands today power 
such as no man ever had before. 
He is allowed to raise or lower 
tariffs by 50 per cent. If he re- 
duces tariffs substantially allround 
he completely breaks down his 
scheme of prices; if he raises tar- 
iffs, he will be in a quarrel with 
the farmers. 

“Therefore, I don’t think you or 
I want the President's job.”

PLEA FOR CONGRESS 
LOYAL TO ROOSEVELT 


Ex-President Is Trying to 
Win Re-election by De- 


feating Recovery, Con- 
gressman Charges. 
National Republican campaign 


leaders are the spokesmen of Her- 
bert Hoover who is attempting to 


obtain the Presidency again, Con- 
gressman John J. Cochran, nominee 
to succeed himself in the Thir- 
teenth District, said last night at 
the Democratic City Committee’s 
opening campaign meeting at 
North Side Turner Hall. 

The North St. Louis meeting was 
something like St. Patrick’s day in 
Dublin. More than 2000 persons 
jammed the hall, corridors and the 
stairway, half as many more over- 
flowing to the sidewalks for a 
half-block in each direction at 
Twentieth and Salisbury _ streets. 
Many sat in Hyde Park were 
speeches were audible from am- 
plifiers placed outside the hall. 

There was no prominent speak- 
er from another city—the usual at- 
traction at opening campaign meet- 
ings. It wasn’t necessary, for 
North St. Louisans of Irish extrac- 
tion turned out in family units un- 
der the spell of such names. as 
State Senator Joseph Brogan, who 
opened the meeting, and Chairman 
Robert E. Hannegan, who _ intro- 
| duced Jack Cochran, Circuit Judge 
| O'Neill Ryan, Thomas S. Hen- 
‘nings Jr., and John T. Fitzsim- 
| mons. 
All “Friends of Hoover.” 

“The men in charge of the Re- 
publican National Committee, the 
Senatorial and Congressional Cam- 
paign Committees, are the friends 
and spokesmen of Herbert Hoover,” 
said Cochran, who made an unsuc- 
cessful campaign for the Democrat- 
ic nomination for United States 
Senator and was placed on the 
Congressional ticket after the nom- 
inee, Joseph A. Lennon, had with- 
drawn. 

“It is common knowledge that he 
picked them because they held his 
views and will do his bidding. They 


| misrepresent the average Republic- 


an. Their purpose is to defeat the 
| President’s program for helping all 
who need help. Mr. Hoover is at- 
tempting to regain control of the 
whole Republican party. He is at- 
tempting to capture all of its in- 
strumentalities. His object is to re- 
elect himself President. 

“That is why he saw to it that 


- | his close friend and follower, Hen- 
- | ry P. Fletcher, was named head of 


the Republican National Committee. 
That is why Mr. Hoover's former 
appointees are spending time and 
money in this campaign. It is why 
he is writing articles and books and 
even making speeches to keep his 
name before the public. 

“It is the reason Mr. Hoover's 
agents are making an effort to elect 
Mr. Strodtman and use his votes to 


discredit and defeat President 
Roosevelt’s program at the next 
Congress.” 


Ex-Sheriff His. Opponent. 
Cochran then spoke in compli- 
mentary terms of former Sheriff 
George W. Strodtman, his Republic- 
an opponent for Congress. 
“He is an outstanding citizen with 
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a record both in private and public 
life that anyone would be proud to 
possess,” Cochran went on. “He 
is a good man and a good citizen 
but let us consider whether he 
would be a good Congressman un- 
der present conditions. 

“The Republican leadership is at- 
tempting to elect Senator. and Con- 
gressmen who would undo all Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has done and halt 
further legislation for employment 
of the jobless and for the relief of 
suffering. It is trying to elect Mr. 
Strodtman and is undoubtedly af- 
fording him practical assistance. He 
must, therefore, feel an obligation 
to follow, if he is elected, the lead- 
ership of those whose help he is at 
present accepting. 

“Tf ever there was a need for 
electing Congressmen loyal to a 
national administration, sympa- 
thetic with its program, certainly 
there is such a need this year.

“Therefore, learn for yourselves all 
you can as to the character and 
qualifications of candidates for the 
bench and vote for those you think 
best qualified.” 

Judge Ryan became partisan, 
however, in discussing. the rest of 
the ticket. 

“The man I regard as the leading 


figure in the campaign is John J. 
Cochran,” he continued. “It was 
profound regret to all of us he 
could not have led the State ticket 
as candidate for.the United States 
Senate. The people said otherwise 
in the primary and to their verdict 
we bow, and now with good grace, 
since we have come to know more 
of the ability to fill that high of- 
fice of the nominee, Mr. Truman.” 
Chairman Predicts Victory. 

Chairman Hannegan predicted 
that the last of Republican office- 
holders would be swept out at the 
Nov. 6 election. 

“Numerous Republican offi- 
holders in St. Louis, through the 
apathy of voters and unscrupulous 
organization, have perpetuated 
themselves in office so long that 
they regard these offices as their 
own individual kingdom,” he said. 
“But the voters will refuse to grant 
them another extension of their 
long leases next month and will 
sweep them out.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—Ten-year- 
old Gloria Vanderbilt, heiress to 
$4,000,000, was treated “substan- 
tially” like a “poor orphan” by her 
mother, it was charged in testimony 
yesterday during Mrs. Gloria Mor- 
gan Vanderbilt’s court fight for cus- | 
tody of her child. 


Mrs. Laura Kilpatrick Morgan. 
mother of Mrs. Vanderbilt and 
grandmother of the child, made the 
statement behind the closed doors 
of the courtroom where the action 
is being tried. 

Supreme Court Justice F. Carew, 
summarizing testimony at the close 
of the session, said Mrs. Morgan 
had given “substantially” the same 
testimony she gave in an affidavit | 
in which she described the child’s 
treatment by her mother as that 
of a “poor orphan.” | 

“Mrs. Morgan testified in general | 
terms that the child’s mother was | 
lacking in maternal affection and 
instincts,” he said. 

Judge May Talk to Child. 

The Justice disclosed that he may 
see and talk to the child, to help 
him determine whether the girl 
would be better cared for by her 
mother or her aunt, Mrs. Harry 
Payne Whitney, who now has her 
in charge. 

Mrs. Whitney’s attorneys want 
him to question the child, he said, 
whereas Mrs. Vanderbilt’s attorneys | 


have emphasized that a child of | 
that age is “very susceptible to sur- | 


;rounding influences.” If he does | 


‘talk to her, Justice Carew said, he 
preferred to do it in the presence 
of everyone concerned.

COAL MEN OPPOSE 
USING IDLE MINES 
IN RELIEF WORK 


Delegation of Operators 
and Union Men Object 
to Allotment of U. S. 
Funds for Ffurpose. 


REPORT OF PROJECT 
IN THREE STATES 


Argument Is Made That Re- 
Opening of  Collieries 
Would Replace Regular 
Workers. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Repre- 
sentatives of coal mine operators 
and of the United Mine Workers 
called at Federal Relief headquar- 
ters to urge that no Federal funds 
be allowed for the operation of idle 
coal mines by persons on relief 
rolls. 

They told Keith Southard, exec- 
utive officer of the Surplus Relief 
Corporation, that employment of re- 
lief workers to produce coal for 
the unemployed was under consid- 
eration by state relief administra- 
tions in Arkansas, Oklahoma and 
Kansas. Relief activities in those 
states are supported heavily by 
Federal funds. 

J. D. Battle, executive secretary 
of the National Coal Association; 
Ear! E. Houck, legal representative 
of the Mine Workers, and other 
members of the delegation said 
Southard promised consideration of 
their arguments. 

“There are too many coal mines, 
and too many coal miners, al- 
ready,” Battle said after the confer- 
ence. “Using relief workers to 
mine coal would simply displace 
regular miners.” 

Houck denied that coal for the 
unemployed could be obtained at 
less cost by using relief workers. 

“Reopening an idle mine is a 
costly and dangerous operation,” 
he said. “Timbers must be replaced 
and equipment, repaired. Then, 
probably after six months, the in- 
vestment would be idle again.” 

Harry L. Hopkins, Relief Admin- 
istrator, announced recently that 
coal purchases for families on relief 
rolls would be left this winter to 
state and local agencies. Coal for 
the needy was bought last year on 
a nation-wide basis by the Surplus 
Relief Corporation.

No More Debacles. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N a recent radio address, Dr. Har- 
court Morgan ot the TVA said: “Our 
land is our capital and we are wasting 
it. Our farmers have nad to waste it 
to make ends meet.” The first sentence 
may be broadened to include all ovc nat- 
ural resources, such as coal, oil, lumber, 
steel and many other basic commodities 
derived from the soil, and upon which 
we ure vitally dependent for our subsis- 


- tence and prosperity. 


Every effort should be made by the 
NRA to prevent competitive exploitation 
of these by our natural-resource indus- 
tries. It is known that exploitation has 
been carried on, mainly for the purpose 
of accumulating large capital surpluses, 
adding vastly to the concentration of 
wealth which has servea no useful pur- 
pose, but has only satisfied the greed and 
selfishness of a few who were favored by 
circumstances. 

There is another resource of the nation 
which should have special attention in a 
revision of the NRA. For it must be con- 
ceded that the labor of the people is a 
resource of paramou1t importance, and 
in its exploitation may be traced many 
of our economic difficulties, not the least 
of which is a serious depletion of pur- 
chasing power. No nation can prosper 
or long endure with a majority of its peo- 
ple on the border line of destitution. 

Doubtless it is true, as the leaders of 
industry assert, that non-interference by 
the NRA in business will so stimulate 
industry as to eliminzte needless destitu- 
tion. Yet, without direction and control 
by some governmental agency, how are 
we to be assured that there will not be a 
reversion to our former ruthless methods 
of competition and exploitation? 

Just as impounded water is of no value 
in producing crops, so is impounded 
wealth of no value. The proper way is 
to allow the consumer to profit from 
all the savings which result from modern 
scientific production. Thus, if an auto- 
mobile can be manufactured for $200, 
including all proper fixed and variable 
charges, the consumer should have it at 
this price. 

If under such a regime, industry does 
not or cannot revive, the only recourse is 
for the Government to take over and 
operate the factories. We desire to have 
no more economic debacies. We further 
desire, as soon as may be, an ending of 
the present condition i which widespread 
potential consumption is thwarted in the 
presence of almost unlimited potential 
production.

DICTATORS’ LIVES ARE CHEAP. 

A dictator may enjoy the intoxication of su- 
preme power, but he is inevitably a marked man. 
The assassination of Jugo-Slavia’s King-dictator, fol- 
lowing close upon that of Austria’s Chancellor-dicta- 
tor, repeats in our own day the unheeded lessons of 
the past. Democratic rulers, of course, have also 
met with violent death on occasion, but usually at 
the hands of the mentally deranged. To the vic- 
tims of dictatorship, however, the murder of the 
tyrant becomes a patriotic act, misguided though it 
may be. Jefferson understood their sentiment, for 
he said: “Resistance to tyrants is obedience to God.” 
We may account it a blessing of democracy that our 
political differences are settled by ballot and debate, 
not with pistol and bomb. 

By a paradox, the stronger a dictator’s concentra- 
tion of power becomes, the greater is his personal 
peril. When rebellion seems a hopeless venture, then 
the shooting down of the “strong man” is the last 
resort. All his precautions are in vain when assas- 
sins arm themselves and lie in wait. Alexander knew 
his peril, as recited in the extract from Louis Adam- 
ic’s book reprinted on this page. But his bodyguard 
and the precautions of French authorities were in 
vain when the determined Croatian merchant, mem- 
ber of an oppressed people, made his way to the royal 
car at Marseilles. 

Mussolini, impregnable as his power now may seem, 
has been the target of assassins a half-dozen times or 
more, and some of his escapes have bordered on the 
miraculous. Those who assert Hitler will remain 
in power in Germany always qualify their assertions 
with some such phrase as “That is, barring his as- 
sassination.” It is safe to hazard that there are 
scores of desperate men in Germany today sworn to 
take the dictator’s life, the result of his ruthless 
“blood purge” of June 30 and the brutal murders 
charged against his regime. Dollfuss knew that his 
days were numbered, and expected a Socialist or Nazi 
attack momentarily in the last tense months of his 
power. 

It is not merely the personal fate of these tyrants 
that need concern society, but the disastrous results 
among their peoples, perhaps spreading abroad, that 
follow a political murder. Austria was plunged into 
civil war after Dollfuss’ death, and world-wide fear 
of international conflict ensued. No one knows what 
will be the results in Jugo-Slavia, but Croats are flee- 
ing over the border, in fear of reprisals, and Europe 
views with anxiety the newest Balkan disturbance. 

Dictatorships, it is said, “get things done”: they 
dispense with dilatory parliaments and outworn lib- 
eralism. Be that as it may, hatred is bred among their 
subjects by those boasted “efficiencies,” while democ- 
racies compose their internal differences by peaceful 
means. No matter how powerful the dictatorship, 
it carries within it the seed of its own destruction.

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RED TAPE. 

It is heartening to read in the Washington news 
that the Veterans’ Bureau has decided to abolish red 
tape, but doubts arise on noting that {ft is the utili- 
tarian ribbon itself, and not primarily the useleés 
practices it symbolizes, that is taboo. The bureau 
will quit tying up papers in little packages, which 
had consumed 200 miles of red tape per year, and 
will use the paper clip, the folder and the filing 
cabinet in their place. That will add efficiency, but 
what a triumph it would be if all Government offi- 
ces could shed their dilatory routines as easily as 
that! 

Red tape has been an emblem of deadening formal- 
ity for almost three centuries.

The 12-volume “History of American Life.” which 
Arthur M. Schlesinger of Harvard and Dixon Ryan 
Fox, new president of Union College and late- 
ly of Columbia University, announced in 1927, to re- 
veal the American past as the people have lived 
it, is now three-quarters published. The monumen- 
tal Dictionary of American Biography, sponsored 
by the American Counci’ of Learned Societies and 
edited first by the late Allen Johnson and since his 
death by Dumas Malone, has been appearing at the 
rate of two to three volumes a year since 1928. 
Launched more recently under the editorship of Ed- 
win R. A. Seligman of Columbia University and Alvin 


Johnson of the New School for Social Research, the 
Encyclopedia of the Social Sciences, for whose ar- 
ticles the scholarship of the world has been drawn 
upon, now lacks only two of the 15 volumes in which 
it is to be complete. The first biography in the Amer- 
ican Political Leaders series, with Allan Nevins of 
Columbia University as editor, appeared in 1930: 
nine are now published and about a dozen are in 
preparation. 

As these important projects in co-operative schol- 
arship proceed, another is being undertaken in the 
20-volume “Rise of Modern Europe,” which Wil- 
liam L. Langer of Harvard has planned. The two 
volumes initiating this wrk, “A Decade of Revo. 
lution: 1789-1799,” by Crane Brinton of Harvard. 
and “Reaction and Revolution: 1815-1832,” by Fred- 
erick B. Artz of Oberlin, make it evident that the 
aim is to offer not only the political history of Eu- 
rope from the modern viewpoint, but the equally, if, 
indeed, not more important, social, economic, intellec- 
tual and scientific development as well. Both these 
historians find messages for the turbulent present in 
their periods, and it is safe to say that the same will 
be true of their colleagues as other volumes in this 
promising series are brought out. 

Hazardous though it may be to carry through such 
writing and publishing enterprises in depression 
years, they are even more worth-while in these cir- 
cumstances.

MONG the few remaining crowned 
A beaas in Europe, Alexander is one of 

the youngest and the only absolute ruler. 
Most of the others, from the British mon- 
arch down to Albania’s Zog, are either mere 
figureheads or mannikins of powerful rulers 
of other countries. There are almost no re- 
straints upon Alexander's supremacy. 

His career is one of the foremost “success 
stories’ in the contemporary world. In 1915, 
when tiny old Serbia, of which he was 
Crown: Prince and Regent, had just been 
occupied by the Austro-German armies, he 
arrived at Scutari, Albania, after a 10-day 
ride over mountain passes, with nothing he 
could call his own but a weary, hungry 
horse, a saddle, a soiled uniform, a sword 
and a pistol, and a toothbrush, a cake of 
soap, a towel and a comb in his saddle- 
bag. Today, he is the head of a state nearly 
four times the size of former Serbia and 
the richest man in the Balkans. His civil 
list allowance is over $1,000,000 a year—and 
that is only a part of his income. 

When he arrived at Scutari in 1915, with 
him were only one staff officer and one 
private. Today his bodyguard, paid by the 
state, consists of 40,000 officers and men: a 
full division of infantry, cavalry, light artil- 
lery and aviation. 

Aside from military training, Alexander's 
formal education is incomplete, but he is 
extremely clever in many branches of knowl- 
edge and endeavor. He is a genius at Bal- 
kanic political intrigue and a resourceful 
military commander, with considerable rec- 
ord in the field. He is a man of much 
force and physical courage. Toward his 
antagonists, he is ruthless. When I saw him, 
he had over 2000 of them in prisons. 

The most important dates in his career 
have to do with conspiracies, palace revolu- 
tions, regicides, wars, executions, assassina- 
tions, shootings in the Parliament, organized 
terror on a large scale,

Alexander, like his father, King Peter, 
shared the nation’s agony and participated 
in its heroism. He endured hardships as 
no other ruler or General in the World War. 
He emerged from the war a popular hero 
of his people, admired and respected by per- 
sons of other nationalities—journalists, offi- 
cers, diplomats, doctors, and relief workers 
in the Balkans, most of whom, of course, 
knew only of his war record. 

When the war ended and Jugo-Slavia 
came into existence, Alexander was the most 
popular man that had ever held power in 
that part of the Balkans. In the first years 
after the war, he moved much about the 
country. A deft actor, he was charming to 
all; simple, democratic everywhere, with just 
enough pomp now and then to impress those 
who liked to be impressed. 

When he became King, Alexander was 33, 
and at the height of his popularity. With 
wisdom. tact and insistence on moderation, a 
man in his position could have forced or 
induced the Parliament to do its work in- 
telligently, kept adventurers and grafters 
out of office, and thereby made it possible 
for able and decent men to get into politics. 
But Alexander was not that sort of King. 

A sympathetic student of Czarist methods 
of government, he chose, while creating his 


military machine and building his personal 
fortress, temporarily to keep out of open 
politics and secretly plavy—as he did for 
seven years—one party leader against the 
other. All this produced inefficiency in Gov- 
ernment offices and increased the ineffec- 
tiveness of the Parliament. It created a 
spirit under which the various racial and re- 
ligious groups became more attentive to 
their differences than their resemblances. 
It stirred the demagogues to more and more 
irrational and scandalous behavior. 
_ - . 

Playing secret, subtle politics with corrupt 
Ministers and would-be Ministers, Alexan- 
der, with his Machiavellian cunning, had no 
difficulty in raising his personal allowance 
from the Government to over $1,000,000 a 
year, and acquiring estates and castles with- 
out paying for them. 

Nor was it difficult for him to become a 
shareholder, in most cases without investing 
a penny, in some of the country’s leading 
industries from which he now draws—via a 
system of straw men—an annual income ex- 
ceeding that of his civil-list allowance. The 
bulk of his money he has been sending, 
since 1932, to banks in other countries. 

Belgrade became a veritable stronghold of 
corruption and inefficiency. Members of 
Parliament, egged on by the King’s agents 
or of their own accord, called one another 
bad names while in session, and engaged 
in fist fights. The Parliament reduced itself 
to an international scandal and a joke. 

Politicians were clapped into prisons, 
along with thousands of peasants, workers 
and intellectuals who dared to come out in 
favor of democracy and the liberal or rad- 
ical form of government. Political parties 
were outlawed. Scores of opponents to the 
dictatorship were assassinated in the streets 
of the principal cities by secret Government 
agents. The press was under a severe cen- 
sorship. Terror was generai. 

Alexander is in constant fear of assassi- 
nation Every few months, I was informed. 
he becomes extremely panicky, trusts no 
one, and sometimes for weeks at a spell 
sleeps in a different room or a different 
palace each night. He remembers the 1903 
regicide (of King Milan)? He knows his 
fear of assassination is discussed every- 
where; so every once in a while, to show 
he is not afraid, he suddenly appears on 
the main thoroughfare of Belgrade, pale and 
rigid, accompanied only by one of his adju- 
tants, apparently unguarded: but it is he- 
coming known that for hours before, hun- 
creds of secret agents, in various disguises, 
are scattered up and down the avenue.

My audience with Alexander was no pleas- 
ant experience. He seemed cordial enough 
in his greeting; he was polite, democratic. 
He asked me how I liked Jugo-Slavia; where 
all had I been? 

I said that the people of Jugo-Slavia were 
a fine, proud race, and he nodded.

8000 Spectators Get Many 
Thrills as Well Trained 
Steppers Perform. 


There were spills and flashing 
speed that held the _ spectators 
breathless; there were brilliant 
smooth maneuvers when the tan- 
bark was a whirl of twinkling 
spokes and rapid hooves; and to- 
ward the end there was a wistful 
note, mournful evidence of a de- 
parted day.

PEANUT DEFINED 
11 WAYS IN NEW 
OFFICIAL BULLETIN 


It Is Issued to Show How Pro- 
cessing Tax, Effective Oct. 
1, Is to Be Levied. 


In a bulletin printed at consid- 
erable cost, the Department of Ag- 
riculture undertakes to explain to 
farmers, wholesalers and collectors 
of internal revenue just what a pea- 
nut is, so that all may know how 
to pay and assess the new process- 


ing tax on peanuts which went into 
effect Oct. 1. 

The bulletin was received today 
at the Federal Building and con- 
tains 11 precise definitions. So that 
the processor may know whether 
he must pay the 1.16 cents a pound 
tax on roasted clean peanuts, it ex- 
plains for him: “Roasted clean pea- 
nuts are clean peanuts which have 
been roasted.” 

It- also tells manufacturers that 
peanut butter (tax 1.73 cents a 
pound) is “the product of grinding 
roasted shelled peanuts with salt” 
and that “peanut confections and 
bakery goods are confections and 
bakery goods which contain pea- 
nuts.” 

The next definition is also of in- 
direct benefit to the consumer, so 
that he, too, may know that “salt- 
ed peanuts are shelled peanuts 
which have been cooked and to 
which salt has been added.” 

Other definitions are: “Clean 
peanuts are peanuts in the shell 
which have been cleaned” and 
“roasted shelled peanuts are 
blanched or shelled peanuts which 
have been roasted.”

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JUDGE WITHHOLDS DECISION 
ON $20,000 SKOURAS FUND 


Suit Seeks Its Distribution Among 
Ex-Employes of Theatrical 
Firm, 


Circuit Judge Green took under 
advisement yesterday the suit to de- 
termine the status and beneficiar- 


ies of a $20,962 fund created in 
1927 by the Skouras Brothers’ En- 
terprises, Inc., and the St. Louis 
Amusement Co. for the benefit of 
their non-union cmployes. 

The fund was accumulated from 
a small service charge on passes 
issued to the theaters controlled by 
Charles P. Skouras from August, 
1927, until April 1, 1932, when the 
two companies changed manage- 
ment. Fred J. Laurent, 
auditor of concerns, testified it 
was his understanding the fund 
was for the benefit of the non- 
union employes and for the sup- 
port of a gymnasium in the Am- 
bassador Theater Building. How- 
ever on several instances, he said, 
relief was given to union employes 
from the fund. 

The suit was brought by Thorn- 
ton W. Sargent Jr., a former em- 
ploye in the advertising department 
of the companies, who contended 
that the fund should be distributed 
among the unorganized employes 
who were working during’ the 
period the fund was operative. Ac- 
cording to his attorney, about 500 
former employes, most of them 
clerical workers, would be entitled 
to a share if the fund were dis- 
tributed. 

Additions to the fund ceased aft- 
er the management of the thea- 
ters changed hands. Firms later in 
control have never made claim to 
the fund.

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THE LIFE of RUSSIAN EXILES 


By Marguerite Martyn 


N interesting group of people, 
closely bound by ties of na- 
tionality and common hard- 
ships, living in St. Louis is the 
Russian Club. It is composed of 
25 or 30 families, Russian  ex- 
patriates, self-exiled because of 
their continued loyalty to the im- 
perialistic regime or more exactly 
their opposition to Communism as it 
now prevails in their mother coun- 
try. They are members of the old 
Russian aristocracy who have not 
Surrendered to the new order. 
Though all are highly cultured, 
each has an individual story of 
hardship encountered in this coun- 
try, handicapped by an alien lan- 
guage and the suddenness of their 
impoverishment. Now, however, 
‘most of this group are managing 
to subsist, and some have found 
|} quite good positions in this city. 
One is an electrical engineer em- 
ployed by a large concern; one is 
manager of a mail order house; 
two. are chemical engineers em- 
ployed by the largest plant in that 
industry; several are technicians in 
an oil company; one is an executive 
in a match company, one a biolog- 
ical research doctor in a medical 
center. 

They meet frequently for social 
purposes, for their never-ending tea 
drinking, to enjoy a Russian sup- 
per prepared and served by a wom- 
an member as a source of income 


or to enjoy music provided by 
members who are skilled on so 
many different instruments that 


they have a complete orchestra for 
chamber music. And, of course, 
they meet to discuss things as they 
are in Russia and their hopes for 
a change for the better from their 
own standpoint. 

These club members cannot be 
inamed, because they believe them- 
selves to be continually watched by 
Communist sympathizers, who, they 
|claim, are active here, and who 
‘would or might report any an- 
| tagonistic public utterances which 
;might result in reprisals being vis- 
fited upon relatives still living in 
Russia. 
| All, in spite of relative prosperity 
now, live in very modest ‘circum- 
stances, in flats usually in obscure 
|neighborhoods, devoting their sur- 
|plus earnings, if any, to helping 

relatives in Russia and en- 
| deavoring to secure their rélease 
‘from the Soviet and assist them to 
|}come to America. The purchase of 
these releases is expensive, when it 
‘can be accomplished at all. 
Mrs. N. P. Boorzhinsky, who with 
‘her husband and son, live at 1122 
North Euclid avenue, is now start- 
ling a dancing school with the pri- 
'mary purpose of bringing her moth- 
‘er to join her and the hope of en- 
labling other relatives to emigrate. 
' Mrs. Boorzhinsky was willing to 
}express her own views on commu- 
| nism, though she hastened to say 
‘she could not speak for her com- 
patriots, who may, indeed, not hold 
‘similar views. 

“My family were all members of 
the military order under the Czar,” 
she said, “but it so happened none 
of us were in the White Army or 
took any part in the counter revo- 
lution. We are not, therefore, def- 
initely proscribed by the Commun- 
ists. My father, who had been a 
Governor in Turkestan, was too old 
for the army. He has since died, 
broken 
heart. My brother, an officer in 
the army had caught malaria in 
the Masurian swamps during the 
World War. His regiment was 
practically wiped out by malaria 
and he was disabled so he could 
not join the White Army. My hus- 
band was in this country, having 
come in 1916 to inspect munitions 
and artillery being purchased here 
and did not get back to Russia be- 
fore the revolution. All our estates, 
money in the bank, all our prop- 
erty and pensions, of course, were 
confiscated. Members of my fam- 
ily never have joined the Commun- 
ist Party, but while they are pro- 
ducers they are permitted to live 
and work for the Soviet enter- 
prises, under all the difficulties and 
indignities that can be heaped upon 
them. My brother is in a bank, his 
wife a telegrapher. A cousin, a

very good architectural engineer, is 
obliged to work at his profession 
under guard in prison. A niece 
after having been put through the 
most severe training, such as would 
not have been required of a mem- 
ber of the party, and after. the 
most difficult examinations, is now 


an accredited chemist. 
“I doubt if we will ever be 
able to obtain the release of 


these useful, producing members of 
the family but I hope to buy the 
release of my mother 
years old. The price will be $500. 
The Soviet demands that price for 
a visa just because it can and as a 
source of revenue. Many of the old 
nobility escape when they have not 
SO far to go to the borders but that 
is hardly possible for my relatives 
who live far in the interior, in Tur- 
kestan. When we used to send them 
$5 before American went off the gold 
Standard we were told it equaled 
the combined monthly salaries of 
my brother in the bank, his wife, 
the telegrapher, and my niece, the 
chemist. This was~partly because 
they could, with gold, trade at the 
Torzsin, stores established for the 
many foreign specialists, beautiful 
stores where goods are sold at 
prices half as high as at the native 
stores but at which the natives can- 
not trade because these stores will 
not take roubles. They will take 
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gold in any form and for a long 
time my relatives traded with old 
gold objects which they had se- 
questered.” Her chief objection to 
the new order, Mrs. Boorzhinsky 
said, is that it is founded on a de- 
nial of God and the exaltation, in- 
stead, of the State above every- 
thing. And the denial of family re- 
lations and obligations. “The chil- 
dren are taught they should not be- 
lieve their parents. Children are 
even set to spy on their parents and 
report any lapse to the old order. 
I believe these principles are not 
the true foundations for citizens or 
governments. They are fundament- 
ally wrong. 

“I do not say everything in Com- 
munism is wrong,” she continued, 
“nor that things won't improve. 


That they are always changing 
their laws and rules proves this. 
They have largely abandoned the 
theory of equality for everybody. At 
first every worker was to receive 
the same income,no matter what he 
did. Now they are basing income 
on skill. At first everybody was 
to be admitted to the universities, 
and they had the spectacle of stu- 
dents trying to learn higher mathe- 
matics who had not learned their A, 
B, C’s. Now they still believe in 
universal education, which is right, 
but they are grading students and 
letting illiterates begin with elemen-

tary subjects. At first all members 
of a commune were required to put 
all their earnings into the commu- 
nal fund to be dispensed for the 
benefit of all equally. That prac- 
tice has been abandoned. The col- 
lective character of the commune 
remains, but people are allowed to 
do what they please with their in- 
dividual earnings. So they are get- 
ting back to the theory of private 
property.”

RS. BOORZHINSKY came to 
M america with her husband in 

1916. She is a tall, handsome 
woman with large gray eyes, regu- 
lar features and a lot of dark hair 
worn in thick coiled braids. She is 
of remarkably fine carriage, holding 
her head high and showing none of 
those tell-tale lines beneath the chin 
which usually are the first sign of 
age in a woman. This is due, no 
doubt, to superior physical training 
in the imperial ballet schools where 
she studied under the master M, 
Fokine and which were so impor- 
tant a part of a girl’s education be- 
fore the revolution. 

When their income suddenly was 
cut off by the upheaval at home, 
the Boozhinskys were left stranded 
in New England. They first sought 
refuge on a farm run by Russian 
emigrants and worked as day la- 
borers, the delicately brought up 
aristocrat milking the cows, feeding 


the pigs, working in the fields. Then 
the husband got a job with the 
General Electric Co. and Mrs. Boor- 
zhinsky decided to put her dancing, 
which she had always thought of 
as a social accomplishment, to prac- 
tical account. For nine years she 
taught in private schools around 
Northampton, Mass. Then the de- 
pression, luxury professions done 
away with and natives preferred to 
alien employes in industry. Out of 
work, they came to St. Louis. Ir- 
regular employment at the Moloney 
Electrical Works and physical edu- 
cation classes at the Principia 
School off and on have enabled the 
pair to pull through, though with 
frequent lay-offs it has been a 
struggle. Now things look brighter 
at the electrical works and Mrs. 
Boorzhinsky decides to launch a 
dancing school of her own. She has 
fitted up studios in the Academy 
Arcade Building, 5540 Vernon, scene 
of previous dancing schools, where 
she will teach Russian ballet tech- 
nique, modified by her leaning to- 
ward the more natural Isadora 
Duncan school. Physical health ex- 
ercises, development of poise, body 
building and reducing are to be 
part of the curriculum. Mrs. Boor- 
zhinsky is mifch interested in im- 
proving the posture of American 
working girls, which she thinks is 
so bad it is a wonder it does not 
interfere with their health.

I can understand that it is very 
hard for a man—with ambition and 


honesty—to be out of work, no mat- 


ter how hard he tries to secure it. 
This sometimes make him irritable 
and nervous and while he should 
not choose his family as an outlet to 
these feelings, there may be some 
excuse, if he tries to do his part at 
home. But there is no excuse, no 
ambition and no honor in a man, 
who takes the cheap view that 
housework and home work is too 
feminine for him, when he can help 
in no other way. The situation in 
late years has brought many 
changes in such a viewpoint; the 
important one is, that, if it is im- 
possible for him to provide for his 
family, the least he can do is try 
to save his wife many of the back- 
breaking jobs around home. 


I happen to know of one well- 
educated and ambitious man who, 
through no lack of ambition and 
industry on his part, has been out 
of employment for two years, his 
wife keeping an office job which 
she was obliged to seek soon after 
things went wrong, financially. Of 
course this man would be, natural- 
ly, depressed and disheartened. But 
he is such a good sport, and such 
an upstanding character, that he 
does a goodly part of the house- 
work, makes a lark of bathing and 
dressing the children before his wife 
gets home and brags, cheerily, about 
what a swell cook he is. 

Of course his wife knows, as 
well as he, that his heart sinks 
many times because he is not doing 
his own work, but no word of this 
passes between them. While being 
constantly on the alert for the 
change that is bound to come, they 
are happy in their respect for each 


other and in taking their misfor- 
tunes like thoroughbreds. 

If you can feel that your husband 
is exerting every effort to get work, 
you 2an still have respect and pa- 
tiencée. If you must leave, consult 
your relief worker and decide what 
steps to take.
